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aa Any are the vigorous Oppofers of 
fe the approaching Union of both 


Kingdoms ; I call it approaching, 
becaufe I hope yet, that all thefe Oppofers 


 fhall not be able to do themfelves fo 
much Mifchief, even as they themfelves 


feem to wifh. 

1 amenquiring, why the two Churches 
of either Nation are fuppos’d not to be 
able to fubfift under one Government ? 
A malicious and ill-grounded Suggeftion 
back’d with no Proofs, fupported with no 
fubftantial Allegations, or the leaft Exam: 
ple in Hiftory. I hinted before, how the 
Proteftant and Popifh Churches abroad {ub- 
fift together in feveral Governments, and 
think I brought a juft Parallel cf the two 
differing National Eftablifhments of this 


- ‘Ifand, yet fubfifting under one Soveraign. 


I am now fhowing, how the Civil or Po- 
litick Intereft of thefe Churches call for this 
Union ; And how naturally they incline 
both Parties to wifh for it,-and fincerely to 
fet about it. : 

The refpe&tive Churches of England and 
Scotland, however differing in their refpe- 
Give Difcipline, Modes of Worfhip, and 
Church-Government, nay fuppofe their 
Differences were really greater than they 
are, are neverthelefS BOTH PROTE- 
STANT, built upon the fame Reformation. 
from Popery, nearly related asto the mane 
ner of their bringing it tv pafs, and nota 
little affiftant to one anoth-r inthat Re- 
formation. They unitedjin the Confequence’ 
of it to reduce Popery, banifh the Komip 
Tyranny, and fupprefs the Bigottry of Ab- 


bies and Monafteries, : 
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Ido not examine here, whether of thefe 
two Charches: made the farthett Step in the 
Werk, nor refieé upon any that have come 
wnder voluntary Bogagements to advance 
to farther ; thefe are to themfelves, and 
relate nothing co the Union it felt. 

Buras they reform’d togecher, they have 
ever fiace: been embark’d again the fame 
Enemies, both abroad and athomes Ene- 
mies too powerful to be defpis’d, and con- 
fidering the Advantages they have gain’d 
uponthem, "cis next toa Miracle, that 
both of them have not been fubverted long 
a « 
genes that, not againft this or that 

Chorch, are more or lefs inveterate, as they 
- are more or les reform’d, but as they are 
reform’d at-afl The generalDeferting 
the Romifp Church has been the Foundation 
of general Eomity to them both; and con- 
fidering the unhappy Steps both fides have 


taken towards their own Deftru&tion, “tis - 


more than miraculous, that they are yet 
preferv'd And indeed I muft‘own, 
tis true of both thefe Nations, they muft be 
fav'd. yenty their Wills, aed yet cannot be 
ruin’d bot by theirown Confent. How this 
Paradox is reconcil’d, wants very little 
Defcription, and 1 cannot [pend time abcut 
it 3 “tis eafie to the Underftanding, the thing 
is too plain, the People of both Nations are 
too blind to their own Intereft, and their 
Governours are too often oblig’d to fee for 
them ; if the Governour is fo happy to fee 
the true Way of their Felicity, they are 
happy, if not, undone 5 and if ever they fee 
again, “tis too late to remedy it but by 
Force. 

Tho’ this is an unhappy Truth, I pre- 
tend to make it out tobe a Truth; tho’ at 
this time ’tis needlefs to defcend to it— 
My prefent Argument lies on the great 
Debate about the Church of Englaud, and 
the Church of Scotland having oue general 
Intereft, Let their feparate Interefts be 
what they will ; Let Parties pufh ar, and 
propofe what they will; ’Tis plain, cheir 
national, their general Intereft is the fame; 
they have the fame Intereft as Proteftants, 
and the fame Enemies 5 they have the fame 
Intereft as the general Subjects of Britain, 


and their Profperity depends upon thefame 
Foundation, Viz. The Liberties and Safety 
of Britain. | 

Now, if any Gentlemen pleafeto argue 
the feparate Intereft of the refpeétive — 
Churches of England and Scothsnd, and 
that therefore they muft not unite; I would 
put chis general Intereft in the Way-as a 


general Anfwer———- They are bound to 


unite, to fupport their univerfal Interefe 
as Proteftants And let me obferve 
to you, Gentlemen, here, how generally — 
this Trath happens to be made good, when 
ever you come on either hand to any 
Diftrefs. 7 
When in the Affair of the late King

We 
are now upon Union, and I am enquiring 
pow, why the Interefts of both Parties may 
pot be fo reconcil’d, as that the two Church- 
es may entirely incorporate in their Civil | 
Interefts, and not at all encroach upon one 
another in Refpe& totheir Ecclefiaftick, 
Iconfefs, the Allegations, with Refpett 
to the Security of the Church on both fides, 
are very (pecious, and the Jealoufies form’d _ 
from them, feem to me arm’d with won- 
derful Arguments 5. fuch as their inferiour — 
Power to the Englifb,and their being fmaller 
in Reprefentative,and abundance Pech Pre- 
tences, advanc’d by thofe that are not feeke 
ing good Terms for the Scots upon a Union, 
but really to have no Union atall 5 and for — 
this Reafon, ‘I thall firft endeavour tociear 
up the Safecy and Security to the Church of 
Scosland, a: what is immediately before uss 
and ia the Confequence of the thing, the 
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Church of Englind with find, 1 thal do hep 
that Juftice, that her Security and that of 
 Scarland thal €° Upon the fame Foot, and 
therein the Juftice and Honaur of the U-
